ROME, July 14., 12:30 p. m.—The Pope 
is in a delirium again this morning and his 
cioctors believe that death is near. 

The doctors regard thls symptom as the 
most alarming since his illness began. 

Yesterday's hallucination was not con- 
pidered aux one of the same character, that 
Gelirium being clearly the effect of nerve 
prostration. 

Today's aberration, however, convinced 
the doctors that the disease had advanced 
beyond the nerves and had affected the 
brain. 

The increasing gravity of the situation 
becoming generally known, the vatican was 
besieged during the morning by anxious 
visitors, comprising practically all of the 
Jeading figures in the ecclesiastical and 
diplomatic world of Rome. 

In his brighter intervals the Pope thor. 
oughly realizzes his imminent danger. 

This morning after the visit of the doc- 
tm. who tried to conceal the gravity of 
his situation, the pontiff said to his valet, 
J’io Centra: 

“I think I know better. 
Funning short. Before it 
wish to speak to Rampolla.” 

“ few minutes later, Cardinal Rampol- 
la entered the sickroom and remained 15 
minutes alone with thepontiff. 
jatter said: 

“I now wish to receive the San Fran- 
ciscan benediction.” . 

Fortunately Cardinal Vives y Tuto, who 
is a Capuchin, was at the Vatican and he 
entered the sickroom and fulfilled the wish 
of the Pope, who afterwards said he fe't 
relieved and casy in his mind. 

The moment solemn, the 
strong, bearded figure of Cardinal Vives 
v Tuto making a striking contrast with 
tie emaciated form XIII, 
“who seemed as theugh a breath of air 
weuld watt away. 

The Pope was heard to say when Car 
dinal Rampolla left him this morning: 

“I renew to you my confidence, in this 
siipreme mowment.” 

While Cardinal Vives y Tuto was in the 
tivckroom the Pope succeeded in reciting 
the confiteor and then gave the apostolic 
benediction to the whole Franciscan order.

The missing link is the identity of the 
persons in the buggy. The sherltff'a dep- 
uties are working on the theory that 
thev were thoroughliv famillar with the 
surroundings and were watching fur the)!

Following are the facts of the murder | 
and subsequent events as reported by 
neighbors of the Jordine family and by 
the county authorities: 


Facts of 
the Tragedy. 


Mrs. Jordine, mother of the murdered 
baby, left home for a summer theater 
about 7 o'clock Thursday evening. Her 
husband, Andrew Jordine, went to Dug- 
dale’s saloon in the Grand Opera House 
down town. The four children—Maude, 
Ida, Bertha and Mabel—-went to the 
home of Mrs. Willlam Brewer, which 
is about 120 feet north of the Jordine 
house, which faces south. They atuyved 
there until 8 o'clock, when Mabel, the 
baby. became tired and Maude, the eld- 
est girl, now charged with the murder, 
took her home. 

Mrs. Brewer, who ts an eitcrly woman, 
says that Maude was gone with the bby 
only about 10 minutes, just long enough to 
tuke her home and put her in the pe-1. 

The Jorl ne home has on'v on’ rocm and 
was in sieht of where Mrs. Brewer was wt- 
ting while the girl was gone wi.n ihe baby. 
Mrs. Lboewer says the girl left a “iazit lurt.- 
ing low wren she returned tron taktng the 
hobby home and she could see ita refiection. 
The two other children had remained with 
Mre. Brewer during this time, but, as soon 
as Maude returned, she said: ‘Let's gc 
home; the baby's alone.’

In the meantime the father had been 
summoned. He went hom®, but neither the

They were asked (0 
join the searchers, and finally the father 
und Henry did go out for a time, Dut s00n 
returned to the house and, with the 
mother, lay around, apparentiy uncwun- 
cerned. This disheartened the searchers 
und the searching to a large extent ceased 
while the parents and brother were ques- 
tioned ubout the child. 

Finally the boy became so badly fright- 
ened he confessed to having accidentally 
hit the child on the head w.th a rock and 
killed her. This still farther tempvrarily 
stopped the search until the next day. 

No trace of the body was found when 
the search was resumed Saturday. Hun- 
dreds went to the wood Monday and ove- 
wan looking again for the body. It was 
found in a corn field about a mile from 
the cabin in which the family lived. The 
clothin was entirely torn off and was 
found hanging in three different places on 
wire fences, where the little girl is sup- 
pesed to have crawled t ;

SHIPPERS FEAR TRICK 
TO EVADE PROPOSED TAX 


The terntinal loop bill, as amended by 
the House of delegates, will be formally 
turned over to the City Council for actign 
at the meeting to be held at 5 o’c'ock this 
afternoo n ° 

The upper branch of the Municipal As- 
sembly, by an overwhelming vote, passed 
the loop grab several weeks ago without 
a single provision guaranteeing compensa- 
tion to the city or any assurance that the 
injurious bridge arbitrary would be abol- 
ished or even reduced. 

It is thought that some of the ccuncil- 
men have changed their minds on the sub- 
ject, and, yielding to the persuasion of all 
the shippers of St. Louis, will join the 
movement in their interest. 

The paramount necessity for St. Louls 
freight terminals was never hetler empha- 
sized in the experience of the merchants 
and manufacturers of St. Louis than at the 
present time. 

Merchandise and material of all kinds 
to the value of about $10,000,000 are tied up 
on the East Side, awaiting shipment to St. 
Louls. 

In most instances, according to the tes- 
timony of -shippers, this freight has re- 
mained in Fast 8t. Louis and near-by 
points more than #4 days. 


Loss Is Beyond 
All Estimate. 


The loss entailed on St. Louls commerce 
as a result of this delay is beyond all es- 
timate. 

Many of Nhe merchants say that the 
transfer companies operating between St. 
Louis and East 8t. Louis are in open al- 
liance with the terminal monopoly, and it 
ls impossible for an independent delivery 
company to secure reasonable attention. 

The head of one of the largest shoe man- 
ufacturing firms on Washington avenue told 
the Post-Dispatch that his concern would 
lose $25.00@ in 1993 as a result of the incon- 
veniences to which they were subjected by 
the Terminal Associatoin. 

He declared that about $700,000 worth of 
freight was now in East St. Louls, and that 
he could not have it delivered owi@g to the 
inadequate terminal facilities. 

“If the terminals,’’ he said, ‘‘were on this 
side of the river, conditions would be al- 
together different. The cars would then 
have to come direct to St. Louls.”’ 

Of a score of shippers interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch, together with the heads of 
the various commercial organizations of 8t. 
Louls, nearly all were of the opinion that 
the terminal loop bill, as amended by the 
Hiouse of Delegates, should have contained 
a clause providing for a St. Louis bill of 
lading. 

This, they say, would have been of great- 
er value to the St. Louis business com- 
munity than any cash compensation that 
can be secured. 


Shippers May 
Pay the Freight. 


Fome were of the opinion that the ter- 
minal monopoly could easily make up $100,- 
000 or $200,000 a year, the amount which they 
would be required under the terms of the 
ordinance to pay t\e city, on- switching. 

“What is there,”’ asked a large shipper, 
“to prevent an increase of rates on the part 
of the terminal?” 

“It would be the easiest thing in the 
world for them to put the minimum up 6 
cents a car or make an additional charge 
for switching. 

‘In this respect the city oicina..ces, as 
the Fost-Dispatch has clearly showi', have 
been violated for ten years by the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal railway, and 1 am 
astonished that the mayor has not seen fit 
to punish, as the city has the right to do, 
this gross breach of promise.”’ 

The Terminal loop bill which the House

Arbitrary Is 
All Important. 


Cyrus P. Walbridge, president of the J. 
S. Merrell Drug Co., says the assembly 
sheuld consider abolishing the bridge ar- 
bitrary of more advuntage to the city than 
a mere money compensation. He advanced 
this view before the ordinance was consid- 
ered by the House of Delegates several 
weeks ago in the following language: 

“I am willing to say that I think the 
ordinances should be considered from the 
standpoint of service to the city rather 
than money compensation. The ordinance 
should guarantee to the city in future 
years the best possible terminal service, 
keeping in view the fact that the require- 
inents for terminal service in St. Louis 
will undoubtedly be doubled before § the 
franchise is 2 years-old, and possibly be- 
fore it is 10 veers old. I thirk the mu- 
niefpal assembly should seek to obtain per- 
manent benefits to the city in preference 
to cash bonuses. 

“A cash bonus, however large, would be 
dearly secured if it resulted in a franchise 
not adapted to the greatly increased needs 
of the city. 

Mr. Walbricge thinks that the clause pro- 
viding that all railroads shall be permitted 
to join the Terminal Association on oqual 
terms is a distinct advantage, and his 
remarks are construed as an indication 
that a St. Louis bill of lading, coupled with 
this privilege, would satisfy the demands 
of ail merchants. 

The fact that freight has lain idle over 
a month In the East St. Louls yards is re- 
garded as significant by shippers. It is 
pointed out that this condition of affairs 
‘° unprecedented, and it is hinted that the 
Terminal monopoly is using this as an ar- 
gument for the granting of the loop fran- 
chise, 

Oscar Fries, president of the South Broad- 
way Merchants’ Association, said:

gates did not have loop holes through which a coach and 
four may be driven, it would still fail to ineet the demands and 
needs of St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch credits the majority of the House of Del- 
egates with a sincere desire to serve public interests in the 
terminal problem, but the bill was passed without sufficient 
consideration. The House, in attempting to protect St. Louis, 
has at least pointed out its duty to the Council,

Under this bill no benefits to Louis commerce are as: 
sured. The Terminal Association is offered the alternative of 
abolishing the bridge arbitrary or of paying for the first two 
years $100,000 a year, and subsequently during the life of the 
franchise $200,000 a year.

Government Report Shows That Corn 
Everywhere Is Making Rapid 
Improvement. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—The weather 
bureau's weekly crep bulletin: 
The temperature last week was very 
favorable in all districts east of the Rocky ~ 
mountains and on the Pacific coast, but 
in the northern Rocky mountain and mid- 
die, plateau regions it was too cool, with 
frosts in exposed places on the 7th and Sth. 
Portions of the lower Ohio and central Mise . 
sisaippi valleys, southern Florida, western 
Texas, northern Minnesota and the south- 
ern Rocky mountain districts are in need 
of rala, but elsewhere there is ample moia- 
ture, northern lowa. southern Minnesota 
and portions of the south Atlantic and enat 
gulf states having suffered from excessive 
rains. 
Corn has everywhere made apiendid 
growth and is much improved, though gen- 
erally backward and in portions of the 
upper Ohio valley and middle Atlantic . 
states is weedy. The early planted” is now 
in tassel in the more northerly districts and 
dicate light vields. A feature of the re- 
ceived final cultivation. 
The week has been very favorable for 
harvesting winter wheat. which work ie 
very largely completed. except in the m 
northerly sections. Threshing has made 
good progress, ard the reports geenrally in- 
dicate light yields. A feature of the re-, 
ports respecting winter wheat is the en- 
tire absence of injury to grain in stack 
and shock. 
In northern+ Minnesota and North Da- 
kota, opring wheat is thin and heading 
short, and lodging is reported from por-. 
tions of southern Minnesota and South Da- 
kota, while rust is reported from the last 
named state and Iowa. In Kansas. Wis- 
consin and the southern portion of South 
Dakota. spring wheat is heading well, and 
very favorable reports are received from 
Washington and Oregon. 
Considerable rust in oats is reported from 
Iowa, Missouri and Iilinots, and lodging : 
from South Dakots and southem Minne. 
sota. In North Dakota and nothern Minne. 
sota the crop is thin and heading short, but 
continues promising in Nebraska, Wiscon- 
| sin, Michigan and Pennsvivania. Harvest 
is in general at ate in the central valleya, 
rood vielda being reported from Missourt + 
Nebraska. Kansas and Oklahoma, but light 
vields from the state of the Ohto valley 
Throughout the cotton, belt there has 
been a genern] improvement in cotton, 
which has made vigorous and -healthy 
growth. There is. however, very general. 
complaint of grasey fielda in the coast dis- 
tricts of the eastern section and in Texas. 
Only a fair crop of apples is indicated in 
most of the principal ample atates, the most 
favorable reports being received from 
Kansas and fowa. .
